Believe it or not, a Georgia publisher 
has written an editorial deploring the 
waste of the State’s money on legal ad- 
vertising.

_ Has Invasion 
Spoilt Our Diction? 
The past few days have brought the anticipated 
deluge of “Dear sir, you rat” letters in answer 
, to my Sunday column defending our fair metrop- 
olis’ perfect diction and meticulous enunciation against the scurri- 


lous charge that Atlanta is one of the nation’s five worst cities 
from the standpoint of sloppy speech. , 


Most of the letters took the position that I was an illiterate 
as well as unreconstructed turnip-greens and corn-pone jerk who 
still didn't realize that it was General Lee who relinquished his 
sword at Appomattox. To this indictment I plead not only guilty 
but proud. And refreshing, incidentally, it is for a change to 
be accused of working against the Yankees. 


But what I started out to say was that a. suspicions about 
the source from which the “sloppy speech” charge stemmed have 
been confirmed. It was, you may recall, the Linguaphone Insti- 
tute of America which last week issued that authoritative-sounding 
statement to the effect that Atlanta's South-in-the-mouth accent 
Was s0 nauseous. 


Well, Alan Patureau, of Marietta, sends along a clipping of a 
United Press dispatch which ran on the front page of The Atlanta 
Constitution on Feb. 18, 1947.

and it quoted, of all people, the Linguaphone Institute of America 
as stating that this city was one of top five cities in the country 
from the standpoint of perfect speech.

Alas, Alaska 
Went Republican! 


WASHINGTON—Politics being what it i, the 
people of Alaska have probably woted themselves 
out of any immediate prospects of statehood. 

That may be the net effect of the recent elections held there in 
which the Republicans apparently captured control of the terri- 
torial legislature. 

The effect of the Alaskan elections may extend to Hawail, 
which is also seeking statehood. Bills to admit the two territories 
as the forty-ninth and fiftieth States have already been passed by 
the lower house of Congress and are now awaiting final action in 
the Senate. Just prior to the recent recess Majority Leader Scott 
Lucas announced that the two statehood bills would be taken up 
as the first order of business in the Senate when Congress recon- 
venes late in November. The stage seemed set to pass them finally 
before the present session ends in January. 


New Factor But a new factor has been introduced into 

the situation by the Alaskan elections. It is 
the political factor. Many Democrats who had been inclined to 
favor the statehood bills prior to the elections may now take a dif- 
ferent view because of the bearing the voting may have on control 
of the Senate in the next Congress. 

On the basis of election results, it is quite possible that the 
Democrats could retain control of the Senate in November and then 
lose it if the two territories are admitted to statehood. Both Alaska 
and Hawaii, of course, would be entitled to two seats in the Senate 
each if the statehood bills are approved. 

At the time the bills were passed by the House politics did not 
enter into the situation particularly since the two territories bal- 
anced each other .off politically pretty well. Hawaii for a num- 
ber of years has leaned toward the Republicans, with a Republican 
delegate elected regularly to Congress, while Alaska has been con- 
trolled by the Democrats. Hence admitting them to statehood 
would not, it seemed, have any effect on the lineup of the two 
parties in the Senate. The prospect of two new Democratic Sena- 
tors from Alaska would have offset the likelihood of two new 
Republicans from Hawaii. 

The situatiofi is changed, however, by the prospects of the 
Republicans gaining four Senate seats by the statehood bills. 
Most observers are agreed that the fight over control of the Senate 
in the November national elections will be close. It will be sur- 
prising if the Democrats retain control by a majority of more than 
three or four, due to a preponderance of their members being up 
for election this year. 

Suppose the coming election is that close. Then the Republi- 
cans by electing four Senators from Hawaii and Alaska could upset 
Administration control later when special elections were called to 
select representatives of the two new States in Congress. 

This possibility, brought into focus by the 


Fate we Doubt Republican trend shown in the Alaskan 
elections, will Rave an important bearing on the final action taken 
on the statehood bills when Congress reconvenes. If control of 
the new Senate turns on the four members who would be elected 
from AlasKa and Hawaii after admission to the Union, then the 
fate of the bills can be said to be very much in doubt. 

Even at best the measures faced serious opposition. The debate 
in the Housé showed that many Congressmen were far from con- 
vineed that the territories are yet ready for statehood. Democratic 
Senators may be counted on to be even less convinced if there is 
any likelihood of the proposed new States sending four additional 
Republican Senators to Washington who would upset the party's 
present conrtol. Politics works that way. The Republicans would 
be the same way if the situation were reversed. 

Not as much is at stake on the House side for two reasons. 
The Democrats have a far greater majority in the House than in 
the Senate and the November election is not expected to leave 
control hinging on a few seats. For another thing, the two terri- 
tories, if admitted to statehood, would not have more than one or 
two Representatives each. They would have more Senators than 
House members. 

Alaska may have voted itself out of statehood for the time 
being, at least. And since the two territories are more or less on 
the same footing in pressing for admission now, Hawaii may be 
similarly affected.

But the Vocational Rehabilitation people have 
to move siowly in cases like this. There are 
thousands of people in Georgia who need the 
services of the program. There are only a few 
hundred .thousands of dollars a year to spend. 
In the case of arthritic patients, the Vocational 
Rehabilitation people must be sure that the dis- 
ease is arrested before they will authorize ex- 
pensive surgery and high-cost hospitalization that 
will repair the ravages done by the disease 
when it was active. 

They have as their medical advisors the finest 
doctors in the various fields, and these doctors 
make careful examinations of each patient and 
make their recommendations as to whether or 
not medical treatment shall be carried out with 
the sparse State and Federal funds available. 

In Jeanette’s case the big question was: Is 
the disease arrested? Did the cortisone do its 
work? Could she expect no more pain and fever, 
no further twisting and bending of her arms 
and legs and back?

The Federal Government, in provid- 
ing funds for rehabilitation work, sets no limit 
on the number of operations, but it does sét a 
limit on the time of hospitalization that can be 
paid for out of Federal funds. The limit is 90 
days. 


The doctor who examined Jeanette said that 
even if the first three operations were entirely 
successful, but they required the full 90 days in 
the hospital, Federal funds could not be used to 
pay the hospital bilis for the fourth. They could 
be used to pay for the fourth operation, but not 
for the period in the hospital. 


But we were so glad to hear that there 
was a chance for the youngster we told him 
not te worry about that. We told him te se 
on and start the papers through the mill, 
se she could hurry down here for the first 
eperation. If later on she needed more time 
in the hospital, and there were no Federal 
funds to pay for it, that was all right. We'd 
see to it that somehow she got the money. 


So that’s how it stands now. Some time in 
the next few weeks, unless there's a slip-up 
somewhere—or the. blooming arthritis flares up 
again, Jeanette will come down for the first 
session with the fine surgeons out at Emory. 
It may be that 90 days will be long enough. If 
not, I'll be coming around again with my hat in 
my hand, asking all of Jeanette's old friends who 
have known and loved her over the years to toss 
a buck or so in the pot, so that she can stay in 
the hospital just as long as she needs to stay. 

The cortisone treatments you paid for gave 
her a chance to walk again. We won't let her 
down with the job half finished.

The writer has published a 
brochure entitled “The Struggle 
against the Historical Blackout.” 
which endeavors to set forth the 
salient facts about the attempts 
to suppress the truth in this 
matter. Yet the majority of the 
historians to whom this has been 
sent and are personally known 
to the author to share his views 
have feared even to acknow!- 
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Flynn takes up the current at- 
tempt of a congressional com- 
mittee to send to prison Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Rumely for refusing to 
disclose the names of persons 
who bought through his society 
copies of a book written by Mr. 
Fiynn analyzing and damning 
the British approach to Commu- 
nism under the Labor Govern- 
ment. In this work, entitled “The 
Road Ahead,” Mr. Flynn natu- 
rally shows the identity of the 
British experiment ‘with the 
Marx program and the resem- 
blance of the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man-Communist program to 
both. It is one of the best polit- 
ical papers of the time. There is 
not a note of racial or religious 
argument in the entire book, but 
nevertheless Dr. Rumely’s So- 
ciety, the Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government, has 
been smeared on the air and by 
other media as a “hate-monger- 
ing” organization. Frank Gan- 
nett, the Republican chain- 
newspaper publisher, is a large 
backer of the committee, which 


circulated Flynn's book for pa- 
triotic, educational motives, at 
a reduced price. 


THE PRETEXT for threaten- 
ing Rumely with jail was a res- 
olution calling for an investiga- 
tion of lobbying. Lobbying is 
defined as attempts to influence 
legislation. 


“Now,” Fiynunn writes, 
“Congress has got around te 
broadening ita powers to the 
point where a man might be 
convicted of unlawful lebby- 
ing because he is offering » 
beok for sale without reveal- 
ing the names of ite buyers.

Is 
not The Digest then guilty of 
lobbying?” 
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All Wrapped Up in Money 


Ten days ago Georgia Tech's President Blake R. Van Leer declared the school's 
physical plant was “sadly inadequate” and called for the State to double its an- 
nual allotment te Tech. Proof that Col. Van Leer’s problem is not unique in the 
University System was made apparent two days later when the Board of Regents 


asked that the State increase 


twofold its support of the entire System. The Re- 


is gents wished for the future an annual appropriation of $12,163,000 instead of the 
$6,178,000 of today. Numerous reasons why this appropriation should be increased were cited by the 
Regents. Among these were loss of veterans’ fees. need to correct fire hazards, interest in building 
authority bonds, and pay increases for teachers. Col. Van Leer said, as a minimum, Tech needed a 
new architect school building, a library and a new heating svstem. He also remarked that the 
State's contribution to Tech’s annual budget in 1949-50 was $795,053, or 17.5 percent of the total 
budget of $4,553,938.48. Van Leer said the State should provide at least 30 percent of the yearly 

. 


operating fund. 

Needs of the University System have upon 
many occasions been brought to the attention 
of the public, and the State administration. For 
instance, the annual report of the Regents of the 
University System for the fiscal year 1948-49 
covered practically the same ground as the latest 
requests of the Regents a week ago. This earlier 
report enumerated building needs of the System, 
as well as other needs. On Page 76 of the docu- 
ment Tech’s highest priority building needs are 
given as: library building, architecture building, 
central heating plant. These same items were 
noted anew by Col. Van Leer. 

The most thorough presentation of the needs 
of the University System was made last Fall 
in the report of a survey committee composed of 
nationally-known educators, the Strayer Com- 
mittee. 


This report said it would take $48,000.,- 
006 to bring the System physical plant up te 
an adequate level. Of this amount, $480,000 
would be required to previde stairwells for 
firetrap dormitories. The latest request by 
the Regents for more money contained this 
same item. 


Since the Strayer Report of last Fall out- 
standing progress in building has been made 
through activation of the University Building 
Authority. Already, $12,000,000 in projects are in 
the works under the program. Authorization for 
expansion of this building program will be asked 
of the upcoming Legislature. 

One of the matters thoroughly covered in the 
Strayer Report was the high-level of student 
fees and low-level of State support, as compared 
with neighboring states. That this is still a prob- 
lem is evident in the Regents’ latest call for more 
money. 


The Regents, in their meeting of Oct. 11, cited 
declining veteran attendance as one of the causes 
for the need for more money. It was estimated 
that the State would lose $1,200,000 this yeat 
through graduation of veterans. In connection 
with this problem, as well as the high tuition 
rates in general, the Strayer Committee evi« 
dently saw precisely into the future, Here is a 
quote from the committee's report of last Fall: 

“It has been pointed out that as the veteran 
enrollment declines and is replaced by non- 
veterans, the institutions will face major prob- 
lems in financing their programs. To the degree 
that the problem is understood and plans are 
made, the difficulties will be minimized. 

“Important additions must be made both for 
current and capital purposes. ... 

“Guided by standards of quality and cost, it 
will be possible to set forth an educational and 
financial program for higher education in Georgia 
that will serve the future needs of the State at a 
cost commensurate with the ability of the State 
to pay. 


“It is not within the province of the 
Survey Staff te appraise the tax structure, 
but it is apparent that unless and until more 
effective means are utilized to secure from 
the people the means to assure to them the 
services they want, there is little hope for 
the improvement of higher education in 
Georgia.” 


That just about says it. The fire walls for the 
trap buildings, the high level of tuition fees, 
and all the other problems of running the Uni- 
versity System, as exemplified in Col. Van Leer’s 
plaint, and the Regents’ call are all wrapped up 
in the problem of more money from the State, 
and, in turn, more money from the people.

SAIGON, Vietnam, Indochina, 
Oct. 18 — (A) — Screened by ty- 
phoon weather, French troops 
menaced by Communist-led 
Vietminh Nationalists have aban- 
doned the frontier post of Dong 
Dang. on a traditional invasion 
route from Communist China.

‘Labor Expert Scoffs 
At Red ‘Supermen’ 


ee RIS LOCKERMAN 
5 —_ wishes - 

We don’t hear sassy backtalk to Comrade Stalin these 
days, and it was refreshing to hear a grizzled ex-Russian 
declare here that he thinks Old Joe is stupid, his people 
slaves, his satellites rebellious, his envoys amateur show- 
offs and his gang deeply frightened of the United Nations. 

Moreover, Max Zaritsky, honorary president of the Hatters, 
Cap and Millinery Workers, a dyed-in-the-wool labor leader of at 
least 40 years on the national! scene, thinks the A-bomb is the real 
clincher that has kept Bolshevik planes on the ground during the 
whole Koreah conflict, “because they discovered the United States 
meant business and they didn’t want to fight us now.” 

“And for that, Harry Truman will go down in history,” Zarit- 
sky believes. 

An independent thinker, with a long-range gaze reaching back 
to the pogrom ef 1905 in Russia, including an early employment 
in America on a bench in a hat factory for a wage of $12 for a 
60-hour “week, the volatile labor man has vast contempt for the 
idea that Reds are supermen. 

“Be reasonable!” he exclaimed. “How can slaves be 
supermen? The peagants of Russia will fight ... as slaves 
fight. They do not think. They act. They will work, as slaves 
work. They cannot touch us in production. 

“Lenin was a brilliant man. Stalin is thick. Litvinoff was the 
only man of his group who knew anything about the Western world, 
and he is gone. Molotov and the others are babes in the diplomatic 
maze of world affairs.” 

Zaritsky watched the infamous month of Jakob Malik’s Presi- 
dency of the United Nations Security Council with amusement, 
“seeing that oaf perform his childish prank, while the world sat by 
indulgently and waited for it to end and be over. Within 24 hours 
after he had given way to Britain’s Jebb, the Korean question 
had been joined and Malik had done nothing to help his country 
after all. All he did was spotlight its fumbling ignorance.” 

A man of pungent speech and deep belief in American private 
enterprise, Zaritsky has not quaked at the thought of Russians 
marching into Germany, France, Italy, and taking over Europe. 

“How could they without using satellite armies? Hungary? 
Hungarians would not fight America. Poland? Never. Bulgaria? 
No. Czechoslovakia? Too little, and Burning with martyrdom, re- 
membering their President Benes. All of them are waiting for a 
big brother to strike at Russia, and they would fight the Russians, 
too. And Stalin knows if he did get them to fight for him, he'd 
have to feed them. And Russia cannot feed its own people.” 

Like many other labor experts, Zaritsky does not quite 
agree with the Heever economic theory of feeding the tree 
from the tep leaves. as he thinks we are doing with Marshall 
Plan money in Italy and France. 

“We do not need to keep the bankers from becoming Commu- 
nist,” he observed. “They are all internationalists already. Their 
money is all in Switzerland. But no worker in Italy would follow 
the Red flag if we gave him enough bread, a — wine, and a 
recording of an opera to listen to. Those people do not believe in 
Communism. They are hungry. We should feed the tree from the 
roots!”
